Finance department gives City Council 
good news, bad news; progress to come 


David Cain, city finance director, and Sean 
Joyce, acting city administrator, enlightened the 
City Council on some necessary steps in financ¬ 
ing that had not been accomplished the past few 
years. Ed Beranek, representing the city’s audi¬ 
tors, explained how some of the inconsistencies 
found in the city finances could be cured. 

Beranek suggested backtracking from June 
30, 1993, to trace the Finance Authority files, to 
attempt to clear up some of the cost accounting. 
"It is not clear where funds between 1988 and 
1990 come from. There is partial funding in the 
CRA (Community Redevelopment Agency) and 
the Water line replacement.. .The Financing Auth¬ 
ority should have its own cash account...The 
General Fund cash account should be zero bal¬ 
ance and yet it has a negative balance. I recom¬ 
mend that you not use the General Fund cash ac¬ 
count. It should be closed and a new fund should 
be opened." 


Mayor Pro Tern MaryAnn MacGillivray, 
leadmg the meeting in the excused absence of 
Mayor Clem Bartolai, said, "We could calculate 
what the balances should be and decide what 
transactions should have been done. 

Councilman Cline reiterated his concern that 
the funds had been misused but Councilman Gary 
Adams said that the problem is figuring out 
whether the proper transfers were made. 

The council passed the motion that asked 
staff to "calculate what the appropriate fund 
balances should be and make determinations, and 
put balances in place for each account. The 
motion also asked that procedures be suggested to 
follow so this type of poor record-keeping does¬ 
n’t happen again. 

This investigation stems from a resident-led 
query, headed by Steven Broiles, that improper 
accounting measures had been executed by the 
city. Ultimately, before an audit was completed 


by the city auditors, former City Administrator 
Jim McRea resigned. 

The auditors have been sorting out fund 
balances and are offering procedures that can be 
used in the future to keep the books cleaner. The 
Financing Authority should not use the city cash 
account but should have its own account. The 
Financing Authority should have collected money 
for the CRA and Water and pay those funds, said 
Beranek. The General Fund cash account should 
be at zero balance but it now has a negative 
balance. 

Beranek said to close the General Fund cash 
account and a new account should be opened. He 
said, "We could do a detailed flow through cash 
analysis to see what went wrong, what was spent 
in CRA, water." 

Cain said, "The process 1 took in notes from 
the CRA financial statements show that we aren't

Forest service personnel stressed the need for 
hillside protection during the community meeting 
Thursday evening. Also present to give ideas 
were city staff members. Acting City Administra¬ 
tor Sean Joyce and Kev Tcharkhoutian, director 
of public works. 

Anyone wishing more information should 
pick up a homeowners’ guide for flood, debris 
and erosion control which is available at city hall, 
the Fire and Police Departments and the public 
library. 

For engineering advice on how to protect 
your property, it is good to contact the Los 
Angeles County Flood Control at 458-4309. 

For sandbag information, the Public Works 
Department at 355-7135 should be called between 
the hours of 7 a.m. and 3:30 p.m. Also having 
that information would be the police at 355-1414. 

Backfill soil that could be used for filling 
sandbags is available at the city yards spreading 
grounds. Proof of residency is required in order 
to obtain the sandbags and a maximum of 100 
sandbags per family is allowed. There will be 
3000 sandbags available. 

Those wishing more information should call 
the Soil Conservation Service at 952-7909. 

To determine whether or not your property is 
in the flood hazard zone, you can contact the 
Public Works Department at 355-7135.

plants that will assist in erosion of hillsides 
should be deeper than 4 inches. He explained that 
1.3 million cubic yards of debris was accumulat¬ 
ed in the Kinneloa fire.

and Monday this week. 

Tcharkhoutian explained that 164 acres of the

Many people are scrambling for hous¬ 
ing these days because they lost their 
home in the fire or because their home 
was damaged and must be rebuilt. The 
fire caused that hassle. 

There is another potential hazard loom¬ 
ing on the horizon—mudslides and the 
possibility of floods. 

Terry Ellis from the Forest Service 
appeared before City Council at the ad¬ 
journed meeting two weeks ago to report 
that "less than half of the battle has been 
fought. The rest lies with the rains this 
winter. You know the fire/flood cycle. 
It’s here." 

Ellis said the Forest Service is putting 
together a plan to assist citizens concern¬ 
ing what will happen this winter when the 
rains hit those nude hills. There is a 
group, comprised of federal, state, county 
and local entities, already working on the 
plan. 

"Broadcast seeding in the county and 
forest areas will cost about $175,000. If 
we get the root systems established we 
can do some good. We are looking for 
damage of the trails and in the National 
Forest," he explained to the council. 

Ellis urged Sierra Madreans to call two 
numbers for more information, for free 
sand bags, for anything that the county 
and Forest Service can do to help. Those 
numbers, said Ellis, are 952-9709 and 
952-9625. 

Those who read the article on John 
Maddox saw the problems Maddox and 
others in the high mountain areas face this 
winter. He has built a fence around the 
northern perimeter of his property to hold 
the mud. In previous years, however, 
Maddox has faced a sea of mud that sur¬ 
rounds the north side of his home and 
spills over into his driveway, partially 
cutting off entrance to the home. Others 
in that area have had like experiences.

, In September, 1918, seven students 
marched confidently into their final year of 
,Keithsburg High School. There were five girls 
and 1 was one of the two boys. We had start¬ 
ed together in the first grade and for 11 years 
had shared the laughter, the tears, the joys 
and complexities of growing up. Unknowing- 
'ly, we had contributed to each others’ lives. 

• We learned from books, but we also learned 
from life. 

The elemental years passed with what 
.seemed maddening slowness. "We were an¬ 
xious to grow up, and suddenly we were in 
eighth grade and high school only steps away. 
The cocoon of adolescence had broken and 
physicaMy and psychologically, we were en¬ 
tering a new and different world. 


High school was indeed a new experi¬ 
ence. All four classes were in the same study 
hall and at least one-third of the entire student 
body were freshmen. In a rural community at 
that time, most farm boys left after their 
sophomore year, and the senior class was al¬ 
ways the smallest of all. We listened to the 
older students, endured their jibes and grew a 
little each day. We had no quarrels, no ha¬ 
treds, but there were the inevitable teenage 
love affairs, brief and painful. My class 
graduated in the spring of 1919, but I was not 
with them. My family had moved away, and 
Fate decreed that I should never have a high 
school diploma. My loyal friends always 
regarded me as a member of the graduating

Letters from home 


There has been a big spiel on TV about 
our worst depression in the thirties, when the 
destitute flocked to the west coast, not in a 
gold rush this time, but because "it had to be 
better than where we are." 

Statistics are usually dry and boring. But 
you have to see a few to get the picture of 
what happened. 

On October 29, 1929, the stock market 
dropped to 41 from 81. (It’s about that today). 
The loss to stockholders was $50 billion. In 
1932, the average weekly wage had fallen 
from 1929’s $26 to $17 a week. 

One-thousand-six-hundred-sixteen banks 
failed. Twenty thousand business firms were 
bankrupt. 

Typical physicians made $3382 a 
year—lawyers $4218—engineers $2250. Start¬ 
ing teachers averaged (grade) $55 to $60 a 
month. 

In 1929 there were 21,000 suicides. (The 
1930 population of the U.S. was 123 million 




plus.) 

At one point. Dearborn, Mich, police 
fired into a crowd of 3000 protestors outside 
the Ford plant. At another, 1200 Chicago 
school teachers stormed banks for back pay. 
They had been paid with scrip for 10 months. 

At the start of World War II, after sever¬ 
al "depression-busting alphabetical programs," 
15 percent of the working population was 
unemployed. 

Believe it or not, a lot of U.S. intellectu¬ 
als were advocating Communism as the way 
out. 

The depression was world-wide. Germa¬ 
ny had almost six million unemployed, Britain 
28 million. Britain even abandoned its hun¬ 
dred-year free-trade policy to protect farmers 
and give preference to the commonwealth. 

The period is worth remembering, along 
with the causes and effects of the depression. 
Sadly, but truthfully, the problem was solved 
by World War II. Small comfort!

Tree ordinance passes council 


Sierra Madre City Council last week passed 
the Tree Ordinance which calls for not only pre¬ 
servation but also protection of trees in the 
village. 

Basically, the ordinance calls for the estab¬ 
lishment of a Tree Preservation Commission to 
be appointed by the council. That group would be 
Sierra Madreans, of course. 

It also requires developers of unimproved 
property to submit total building plans to the 
Tree Preservation Commission. Those plans 
would include the location of all trees on the site, 
with each tree’s dripline shown, the tree type and 
trunk diameter. It would also indicate the trees 
proposed for removal and/or pruning. Mitigation 
measures aimed at limited adverse impact to the 
subject trees may also be required. 

The ordinance transfers responsibility for 
maintenance of parkway trees to property own¬ 
ers, except when such maintenance responsibility 
constitutes financial and/or physical hardship. It 
also establishes guidelines for the protection of 
trees located upon property being developed. 

Ordinance No. 1103 establishes criteria for 
removal of trees from sites upon which new 
development has been approved by the city. 

Private property restrictions are limited to the 
removal or alteration of trees located on new 
development and in the public parks and right of 
way. Maintenance of trees on existing developed 
private property is unaffected by the ordinance. 

Lorayne Russman, founder and chair of the 
Arbor Day Association, noted her approval of 
passing the ordinance and said, "We are now on 
our way of being proclaimed a ‘tree city.’ Only 
after the ordinance was adopted could this be 
possible. We have several grants that are possibly 
available which would give the city millions of 
dollars."*>■

The only "hole" in the ordinance seems to 
apply to private property, according to the coun¬ 
cil. 

Mayor Clem Bartolai agreed that "there are 
no restrictions on private property." Eph Konigs- 
berg concurred when he said, "If the property 
owner cuts down trees and says no to planting 
others, there is nothing that can be done. Howev¬ 
er, concerning cutting down trees before a permit 
(is acquired), sooner or later the Planning Com¬ 
mission would know what was happening." 

Discussion concerning the l6-afft property 
(which is now up for sale) came up and Council¬ 
man Gary Adams said he would like it to become 
a park. 

Watanabe countered that you can’t tell people 
what to do and not to do but you can educate 
them concerning the maintenance of specimen 
trees and their value.

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Merchants react to 60-day 
extension for retrofitting

Several merchants were very concerned that 
they would be moved out of their buildings 
because their landlords had not followed the 
city’s ordinance. No. 1059, which requires 
property owners of Unreinforced Masonry 
(URM) Buildings to seismically retrofit those 
structures identified as potentially unsafe. 

The ordinance was adopted on Jan. 1, 1990, 
with a maximum time of three years to give the 
building owners time to retrofit. The established 
deadline was Nov. 29, 1993. 

All property owners were notified by regis¬ 
tered mail and the time frame was clearly de¬ 
fined. The owners have received other updates 
from the city throughout the three years, making 
it impossible for them not to understand the 
gravity of the situation. 

Sue Slight, who owns Your Color on Kerst- 
ing Court, said last Friday, "When 1 was handed 
the notice by Steve Pock, 1 realized what a 
precarious position all of us merchants are faced 
with. It’s very difficult to conduct business and to 
make appointments, spending money on advertis¬ 
ing and marketing, not knowing when we’ll be 
closed down." 

Slight and several other merchants attended 
the City Council meeting Nov. 9 at which the 
council granted owners 60 more days, to Jan, 30, 
to complete retrofitting. 


Slight was unhappy with the response from 
the council, and told The News that the tenants 
had received no official information until this 
notice during these three years. "All we know i^, 
what we read in the paper. We didn’t go to them 
to plead the case of the (building) owners We 
don’t think it’s ‘ludicrous’ that we asked foi a>' 
extension." 

Slight also pointed out that the village > 
facing the two busiest months of the year so la! 
as merchandising is concerned. "If it wasn i ha 
this being the two busiest months of the yeai. 
don’t think the city should give them (the owm 
ers) any more time. You have to take into consio 
eration everyone’s livejtoood.

As a resident of Sierra 
Madre, since 1961, a 
homeowner since 1967, 


I wish to register a 
complaint against local 
law enforcement, on the 
27th of October. 

On Wednesday, the 
27th of October, during 
the day, police of many 
jurisdictions had made 
an impossible mess of 
traffic, overriding stop¬ 
lights, letting people 
talk to them in the 
middle of intersections, 
etc.

in compliance with the health and safety code... 
Bond priKceds have been expended. There are no 
additional funds available." 

Historically, the CRA was established in 
November, 1973 and the Boulevard Project Plan 
was adopted a year later. The project area covers 
about 124 acres, east-west through the center of 
the city along Sierra Madre Boulevard. The two 
initial projects were the public safety facilities, 
housing the police and fire departments and the 
city hall facilities. They were completed in 1977 
and move-in was a year later. 

In November, 1988, the Agency entered into 
a loan agreement with the newly created Sierra 
Madre Financing Authority which issued local 
agency revenue bonds. From the bond issuance 
$1,005,000 was used to purchase U.S. Govern¬ 
ment securities that were placed in irrevocable 
trust for the purpose of generating resources for 
all future debt service payment of the Public 
Safety and City Hall bonds. These bonds are 
considered annulled now and the liability has 
been removed from the general long-term debt. 

The bond paid for the police, fire and city 
hall facilities, and since the bonds are now an¬ 
nulled, the rent is in essence prepaid by the loan 
agreement. The leases will terminate in August 
2005 and September 1007. / 

In a separate agreement, the Agency agreed 
to reimburse the city annually from available 
funds. The city was reimbursed $99,135 during 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1989 but has 
received no further reimbursements. No record ^ 
shows payments made since then so the General 
Fund has lost $496,175 since 1990 in reimburse¬ 
ments from the Agency. 

There are also the seven-year interest buy¬ 
downs for Helen Elliott at $650 per month and 
for Fritz Crockett at $500 per month, for the 
burned out area just east of Happy’s on Sierra 
Madre Blvd. Other obligations of the Agency 
include completion of the Mariposa parking lot. 

City Attorney Charles Martin has recom¬ 
mended that no Agency money be used to sup¬ 
port the Main Street Chamber. 

Informal proposals will be sought for a con¬ 
sultant to look at salaries. "We need to redefine 
job descriptions and make ^ neces-«

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New P.O. system promises 
mail in microseconds

At the exclusive invita¬ 
tion of the Postmaster 
General, Sierra Madre’s 
Postal Service will soon 
implement a time-saving 
electronic mail-sorting 
system. Serving as the 
pilot for the nation. 
Sierra Madre will be 
first to process its mail 
with the newly devel¬ 
oped $4.8 million deliv¬ 
ery bar code sorter, a 
system which radically 
reduces sorting time 
through utilization of 
optical character reader 
(OCR) technology. 

"We are the first," 


said Postmaster John 
Sheridan. "What we do 
will be textbook for the 
nation." 

Preliminary tests in¬ 
dicate that the new 
machine will reduce 
mail sorting time to a 
tiny fraction of its cur¬ 
rent speed, allowing for 
substantial cost savings 
in mail processing 
operations. The comput¬ 
erized system first reads 
addresses on mail piec¬ 
es, then sprays them 
with an identifying 
barcode which is, in 
turn, read for final 
sorting by city and

In this role what does 
Anhalt do? The Sierra 
Madrean explains that 
he attempts to protect 
the rights and dignity of 
residents in long-term 
care facilities. He visits 
homes often and investi¬ 
gates any complaints he 
hears. He also refers 
violations, after he has 
investigated them, to 
enforcement entities. In 
short, he guards the 
old,sters to make sure 
they are receiving prop¬ 
er care. Anhalt said he 
can also do the durable 
power of attorney for 
patients. 

This job is not some¬ 
thing you take on frivo¬ 
lously. Anhalt is re¬ 
quired to commit to 
work in the atmosphere 
atid to work coopera¬ 
tively, not being afraid 
to go "that extra mile." 

Training is at least .16 
hours and volunteers 
must also complete at 
lea.st 12 hours of contin¬ 
uing education annually. 
They have to attend ex¬ 
tra training when it is 
needed, attend case re¬ 
view sessions, keep 
records, make reports 
when asked and to be 
flexible.

Anhalt have to fulfill 
this role? "I had a de¬ 
sire to do the job. It is 
not always a fun job but 
it is very rewarding. I 
talk with residents of 
nursing homes and 1 
check on abuse cases to 
make sure they are 
handled properly and 
try to make sure that 
places are clean and that 
the elderly are taken 
good care of." 

Anhalt has several 
homes that he covers 
once a year at least. 
"Some are goixl homes, 
with others we often 
have complaints. On 
abuse cases we must 
answer the call within 
four hours. The tough 
cases are the physical 
abuse cases. This type 
of checking makes all of 
the homes get better." 

Anhalt was born in 
New York City and 
came to California in 
19.36 to join an aero¬ 
space company. He and 
his wife, Shirley, have 
been married since 1947 
and moved to Sierra 
Madre in 1958.

Many friends are ex¬ 
pected to join them on 
this memorable evening. 

When Judge David and 
Peggy Thomas attended 
Occidental College, they 
agreed there would al¬ 
ways be time to serve 
others outside of their 
family circle. They have 
kept that promise 
throughout their engage¬ 
ment and marriage. 

The Thomases were 
engaged while both 
were liberal arts majors. 
In addition to their 
diplomas, Peggy em'ned 
her teaching certificate 
and David was elected 
to Phi Beta Kappa. 

Marriage followed at 
Christ Church Episcopal 
in Cambridge, Massa¬ 
chusetts.

peaks of shrubs result¬ 
ing in erosion. 

The book, available 
free at city hall, ad¬ 
dresses emergency 
home protection and 
erosion and fire control, 
and contains many il¬ 
lustrations to make 
understanding it easier. 
The Federal Emergency 
Management Agency 
(FEMA) number is 1- 
800-638-C620, and the 
book calls for flood 
insurance for those in 
the hazard area. To de¬ 
termine if your property 
is in the federally-desig¬ 
nated flood hazard area, 
call the city or the Los 
Angeles County Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works at 
458-4321. 


Debris consists of 
soil, rocks, trees or 
brush that has been 
moved by storm waters. 
The debris flows when 
storm water tumbles ov¬ 
er hillside areas, and 
contains sufficient 
strength to destroy 
objects in their path. 

Debris control aids 
include sandbags, sand, 
lumber and plywood, 
used to deflect the de¬ 
bris, not to dam or stop 
it. The lumber, of 
course, is formed into 
fences or to cover doors 
or windows in areas of 
question. Because de¬ 
bris will often enter a 
building through win¬ 
dows, the windows need 
to be boarded up. Resi¬ 
dents are urged to work 
with neighbors, adjacent 
affected property own¬ 
ers, to make sure that 
neither of you has al¬ 
tered drainage patterns 
that could worsen con¬ 
ditions. 

Sandbags should be 


filled half full and 
should be placed in a 
staggered fashion. Sand¬ 
bags don’t seal out 
water but they are low- 
flow protection of up to 
two feet. They can be 
placed near buildings to 
direct the flow or 
against a building to 
protect the structure. To 
protect a sliding glass 
door, the books calls for 
placing a plastic sheet 
under the sandbags or 
plywood barrier. 

Materials can be dis¬ 
mantled after the storm 
season and stored year- 
to-year. 

A permanent wall can 
be made of concrete 
block and these, if en¬ 
gineered properly, can 
act as excellent protec¬ 
tion and are durable. 

In cases in which wat¬ 
er has flooded a base¬ 
ment, garage or any 
low-lying area, a sub¬ 
mersible sump pump is 
recommended. If flood¬ 
ing is a recurring prob¬ 
lem, a permanent pump 
should be installed in a 
sump with a floatation 
device for automatic 
on/off operation. 

Proper planting of 
slopes prevents erosion. 
Keep plants watered and 
replant barren areas. 
Watch for gullying. If 
there are unusual cracks 
in the soil, or if there is 
settling or earth slip¬ 
page, consult a qualified 
civil engineer or geolo¬ 
gist immediately. 

Rainwater must flow 
to the street or an ap¬ 
proved drain. When 
landscaping, homeown¬ 
ers should avoid dis¬ 
rupting flow patterns 
created when the pro¬ 
perty was originally 
graded. 


City, county preparing 
residents for flood debris

Los Angeles County Fire Department. Cost to 
the city is 25 percent of the total cost with L.A. 
County paying the rest. Hopefully, the city will 
be reimbursed which amounts to $2840 or $17.31 
per acre. 

IJ .S. Forest Ranger Terry Ellis explained that 
seeding is being done below the 3000-foot line 
since the upper one-third of the burned out area 
"looked good. The lower two-thirds was burned 
to a high intensity and there is nothing there to 

hold the slope," he said. 

The seed that is being planted is mostly 
native—rose clover, zoro fescue, deer weed and 
the California poppy. The only non-native is rye 
grass which is being planted at 3 lbs. per acre. 
The other native mix is being planted at 12.5 lbs. 
per acre, Ellis explained. 

They purchased 23.000 pounds of seed and 
broadcast the seed by county helicopter in the 
1800 acres of burned area. 

"There is a very narrow window to seed. If 
the rainfall is fairly light it would be beneficial to 
help the seed germinate within the next three to 
four weeks. We want some rainfall but not heavy 
rainfall during that time. We plan to plant 23,000 
pounds of seed early next week (which is Mon¬ 
day and Tuesday of this week)," Ellis said. 

Joyce said that the Forest Service had offered 
to donate trees for planting and that several other 
groups, including the Forest Preservation Socie¬ 
ty, had also offered to plant hillside trees and 
seed. 

He said that there had been "a real outpouring 
of volunteers," and that he would develop a ros¬ 
ter from which the city and community could 
draw. 

Many residents have wondered about our de¬ 
bris basins and Tcharkhoutian named those that 
would assist Sierra Madre: the Sunnyside in 
Pasadena, the Bailey Canyon, Auburn, Carter, 
Little Santa Anita and the Canyon. All of those 
are maintained by the county. Another called 
Floral is owned and maintained by Sierra Madre. 

What is a debris basin? Tcharkhoutian said "it 
is a structure to retain and hold mud (and rock) 
flow." It also provides for storage of debris 
before any overflow that might be possible. 

There is a 24-hour monitoring of the debris 
level in the basins and now both the city and the 
Flood Control are cleaning out the basins as 
quickly as possible. 

The Sunnyside is northwest of the Retreat 
Center and, of course, the Bailey Canyon is near 
the park. Flora is north of Sierra Meadows 
Drive, Auburn is above the reservoirs and Can¬ 
yon is at the end of Woodland. 

Chris Stone, with L.A. County Public Works, 
said Thursday evening, "We have a burned wa¬ 
tershed. It’s a very dangerous situation."

Is it true that car antifreeze is toxic to animals? 

Yes. Automobile antifreeze is made up of about 
95% ethylene glycol. The lethal dose for a ten 
pound cat is about one teaspoon. Ethylene glycol is 
not toxic itself but is oxidized by the liver to toxic 
metabolites which cause kidney failure. Clinical 
signs are increased water consumption and urina¬ 
tion, vomiting, depression, ataxia, seizures, coma 
and death. It is very important to keep antifreeze 
away from your pets and to check your cars for any 
leaks. It is very palatable to dogs and cats and they 
will readily drink it. If your pet happens to ingest 
any, it is imperative that you seek veterinary care 
immediately.

They play as hard (in 
the final game) as they 
have all year," added 
the coach. 

Stueck said that he 
was encouraged by the 
performance of two 
sophomore players: 
Travis Ingrao, who 
returned three kickoffs 
for 71 yards, and Laz¬ 
cano, who had a total of 
525 yards rushing and 
three touchdowns for 
the season. 

A highlight of the 
season was the play of 
the quarterback, because 
"Rettig was a virtual 
non-player who stepped 
up when he w^ needed 
and had an outstanding 
year.

The PHS Bulldogs 
dominated the first half, 
but missed scoring three 
times inside Muir’s 20- 
yard line on fumbles 
and two snaps over the 
quarterback’s head.

Loos credited line¬ 
backers Andre Watkins 
and Jamil Brathwaite as 
well as back Addison 
Hawthorne and Chris 
Hicks for their defen¬ 
sive efforts. 

The Bulldogs are cap¬ 
able of beating anybody 
if they don’t make mis¬ 
takes, according to 
Loos, who added that 
the "kids believe in 
themselves." 

Pasadena, which tied 
with Arcadia and Glen¬ 
dale for third place in 
the Pacific League with 
2-3 league records won 
the flip of the coin and 
will enter CIF playoffs 
as the third place team. 
The Bulldogs will face 
Hart, the Foothill 
League Champs with a 
9-1 season record, on 
Friday, Nov. 19, 7:30 
p.m., at College of the 
Canyons. Hart’s only 
loss of the season is a 
14-13 victory for Eisen¬ 
hower. 

Pasadena finished the 
regular season with a 5- 
5 record, and, given a 
few breaks, could have 
ended up 8-2, 7-3, ac¬ 
cording to Loos, who 
added that "when we 
don’t shoot ourselves in 
the foot, we win." 


Even though Mara- 
natha High School’s 
football team finished 
the season on a winning 
note, a 14-6 victory 
over Marshall, the
